Nd the many Faiths, and the many Worſhips which are 
A in the World, and the Perſecuting x fo them; ſuch Be- 
lievers and Worlhippers are out of the one Faith which gives 
ViRory,& they have loſt their Spiritual Weapons and run into 
the Carnal ; Ando are alſo out of the true Worſhip which is 
in the Spirit and Truth , which as I ſaid before, the Devil'is 
out of ; And here are all the Carnal Weaponed Men, fight- 
ing for Worſhip and for trifles; which the Spiritual Weaponed 
Men that have the Word of God, and the Sword of the Spirit, 
wreſtle not with Fleſh and Blood; they do not go about to de- 
troy Creatures , and cry to the Powers of the Earth to

ave not been in the Croſs of Chrilt the Power of God (which 
was before Satan was) that Crncifies Fleſh, the World and its 
Carnal Weapons. | as 

Therefore all ye that have Perſecuted and killed abont Re- 
ligion, you are out of the new and Living Way of Chiift Jeſus, 
who ſaid Love Enemies, and Commands to give Check , Back, 
and Hair to the Smiters 3 you alc in Cains Way,Perſecuting 
and killing your Brother Chriſtian as Cazx did ; and ſo in this 
you have not done well ; neither hath God had Reſpe& to 

out Sacrifices, for if you and Cain had done well, you nor 
Cain had not killed your Brethren about Worſhip,Church,Sacvi- 
fice-and Religion ; And then God had had ReſpeR unto y_ :

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but you doing not well, Sin lying at your Door, as it did at

Jewes Proſelytes, Martbering and Perſecuting , doing the De- 
vils work, who is out of Truth ; fox Chriſt his Mimifters and 
Apoſtles came to ſave Mens lives , but the Devils bait is, to 
oath his Miniſters, Apoſtles, and Meflengers with Sheepes 
Cloathing, And to keep People alwayes under Teaching, 
that they may be alwayes paying of them, defttoying and 
Perſecnting ſuch as will/not pay them ; and this is not accord» 
ing'to. Chriſt the Way, who deftroyes the Devil and his works

RN. C oncerning the Scriptures, 


A Nd the Scriptures we ſay were not given forth for men to 
make a trade of, and to keep People alwayes learning, 
that they may be alwayes teaching to get money of them ; 
this is by the earthly Wiſdom, Knowledge and Underſtanding, 
which muſt periſh and be confounded and come to noughs, 
and is not in the Wiſdom which comes from abave, ( which 
18 pure and peaceable )) but in the Wiſdom which is below 
( which is earthly, ſenſual and devilliſh, which will deſtroy 
thoſe which are contrary minded to them ) nor the Underſtan- 
ding dy the Spirit, which gives dominion over Sin , which 
'gives to diftinguiſh the one from the other , and out of that 
Knowledge whereby God is known, which is life eternal. 

So ſuch make a trade of the Scriptures, being out of the Life 
themſelves, and are not able to bring others into it, but keep 
People learning all their life time z And this is the Rate of Ra 
byjloxs Merchants, building up and throwing down. o

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- \Biit this is the ſtate and Ct A of the Scriptures, For at 
P to believe them, and to readthem, and to walk in the 
Light, and to feel the Power and Spirit which was in them 
that gave them forth, by which they may know them and have 
them revealed to them, and ſo feel Chniſt which is the top and 
corner Stone, which doth fulfil them ; and ſo to receive and 
live in him that doth fulfil them, who is the end of the Pre- 
phets, and all Types, Figures and Shadows. 

So the Scriptures of 7 ruth, I ſay, Were given forth to be be- 
lieved, read, fulfilled and practiſed, and the things enjoyed 
they'ſpeak of, that is,Chrift Jeſus the ſubſtance. ;

X 1. Concerning Tythes, 


T Ythes have been ſet up amongft the (called) Chriſtiaxs by 
_= force and Command, fince the Apoſtles dayes, and 
Chriſt in the Fleſh, from whom there is no Example for 
Tythes; Amongſt them all things were to be done Free, in 
Bounty and Love : Tythes before the Law,from Abraham ; and 
'Tythes in the Law for Prieſts, Widdews, Fatherles,and Poor ; and 
heave-offerings, &c.Which Law of God commanded the Tythes 
.of the Increate to bs offered up for his Service , which Chriſt 
in the time of the Goſpe/ redeems out of the Ninths of the 
Earth , and ends that Law that gave the Texths, and the 
:Priefthood that took them , and the command that gave them, 
andends the offering. ; 
And though Abraham paid Tythes inthe War, to Melchi- 
. 2edeck,; They were of the-ſpoil and not of command ,/ and 
Chriſt was after the arder of Mel/chizedeck, who ends the Wat,

And 
the lying Pneſts and Propfeflors ſay, we deny the Scriptures, 
we deny the Reſurre&ion, and Chriſt and his Body ; and that 
we Fome at the mouth, and that we Bewitch People, and tye 
Ribbonds about their Armes ; which things are all utterly 
falle and lyes, from their father the Devil the author of them, 
who is out of the Truth ; in which Truth we are, though ſlan- 
dred by them who are of the Father of lyes, and have all man- 
ner of evil caſt upon-us ;but we are inthe Truth, we can 1e- 
Joyce, praiſed be the Lord that liveth for ever,
